The Missing Defendant 


H as justice been served now 

that five former Theo Lacy Jail 
inmates will likely spend the rest 
of their lives behind bars for the Oct. 

5, 2006, murder of John Chamberlain, 
a Rancho Santiago Margarita software 
engineer they suspected was a child 
molester? What does Brea resident Erik 
Johnson think? One of the 12 jurors who, 
on Tuesday evening, slightly more than 
five years after the murder took place, 
found all five defendants guilty of second- 
degree murder, Johnson was momen¬ 
tarily at a loss for words when asked by a 
reporter whether he thought he and the 
rest of the jurors did the right thing. 

“I’m going to spend a long time 
answering that question,” he finally said. 

As well he should. After all, few murder 
cases in Orange County history have been 
so controversial and fraught with allega¬ 
tions of official cover-up as Chamberlain’s. 
Depending on whom you believe, Cham¬ 
berlain was either the victim of a vicious 
group of bullies who hated child molest¬ 
ers, or he was the victim of a vicious group 
of bullies who were told that Chamberlain 
was a child molester by an even bigger 
bully: Deputy Kevin Taylor. The deputy 
allegedly destroyed evidence in the wake 
of Chamberlain’s death; the defense 
claimed he told one of the defendants, 
Jared Petrovich, the shot-caller for the 
Woods (white inmates), that Chamberlain 
was a child molester, thus deserving of a 
severe physical assault. 

Indeed, the inmate died within hours 
of his attorney telling jail officials Cham¬ 
berlain feared for his life and needed to 
be moved to a safer area of the jail. Taylor 
(who has since lost his job and refused to 
testify) and his partner, Jason Chapluk 
(who remains with the Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment and testified in return for immunity), 
claim they approached Chamberlain about 
his safety, but he assured them he was fine. 

Just a few hours later, dozens of 
inmates—well more than the five who 
were on trial for his murder—lined up to 
punch, kick and stomp Chamberlain to 
death, breaking nearly all of his ribs and 
covering his face and body with bruises. 
Some inmates urinated on him and sexu¬ 
ally assaulted him with a pencil and a 
plastic spoon; others threw hot water on 
him to revive him so he could be tortured 
further. The attack lasted between 30 and 
45 minutes. When the inmates frantically 
tried to alert Taylor and the other guards, 
who were watching television in a nearby

guard tower, that Chamberlain wasn’t 
breathing, it was too late to save him. 

During the three-month trial, five fellow 
inmates testified about what they saw the 
various defendants do to Chamberlain, a 
confusing array of anecdotes that tended 
to show that while certain defendants— 
including Garret Aguilar—“ruthlessly” 
pummeled Chamberlain and possibly even 
carried out the sexual assault, other defen¬ 
dants—such as Stephen Carlstrom and 
Miguel Guillen—did little more than “kick 
the victim in the butt,” in the words of one 
defense attorney, or slap him in the chest 
with a shoe. According to the evidence 
presented at trial, Petrovich either never 
laid a finger on the victim or punched him 
once, depending on which prisoner you 
believe. (Also on trial was Raul Villafana, 
the shot-caller for the Paisanos, mostly 
Mexican nationals, who allegedly helped 
Petrovich plan the attack.) 

A murky case, to say the least. How, 
then, was the jury able to decide that all 
five men were equally guilty? Juror Kim 
McPeck of Santa Ana, who, unlike John¬ 
son, was certain justice had been served, 
struggled to answer that question. “Believe 


me, there were nights with no sleep, and 
weekends with no sleep,” he said. “I’m not 
going to say I’m proud of the decision that 
we had to find just five people guilty. But in 
the end, the law and the evidence and [the 
defendants’] actions led us to that verdict. 
A lot of the defense attorneys were trying 
to get a lot of stuff in, but the judge and the 
prosecutors wouldn’t let [them]. We could 
not speculate about whether there were 
deputies that were dirty.” 

Prosecutor Ebrahim Baytieh said his 
only regret was that jurors didn’t find 
the five defendants guilty of first-degree 
murder. A day before they reached their 
verdict, after 10 days of deliberation, the 
jury had deadlocked on that charge, lead¬ 
ing defense attorneys and relatives of the 
accused to entertain optimism that the 
murder case might fall apart completely. 

“I’m still puzzled that anybody could 
say that any of these defendants wasn’t 
guilty of first-degree murder,” Baytieh 
said. “I feel we proved that beyond a 
reasonable doubt, but we have 12 decent, 
law-abiding citizens who felt otherwise, 
and bless their hearts, they followed the 
law, and I think it’s a fair verdict.” 


“The deputies told [Jared 
Petrovich] when to wake up, 
when to go to sleep and when 
to eat lunch. And they told him 
when to beat Chamberlain.” 


A day before the verdict, defense attor¬ 
ney Fred Thiagarajah said his biggest fear 
was the jury would return a guilty verdict 
either out of impatience at the grueling 
interruption of their lives, or because 
they felt compelled to do so by the judge’s 
refusal to declare a mistrial when they 
initially failed to reach a verdict. After 
the decision was read, he said, “What 
happened is exactly what I was afraid of. 
They copped out.” 

Thiagarajah added that the fact the 
jury refused to find his client, Carlstrom, 
and the other defendants guilty of first- 
degree murder, but rather of the lesser 
charge of second-degree murder, means 
nothing in terms of the time his client 
will spend behind bars. “Theoretically, 
he can get parole in 15 years,” Thiagara¬ 
jah said. “But when have you heard of a 
murderer getting parole in the state of 
California? It’s a life sentence.” 

In his closing arguments a month ago, 
defense attorney Keith Davidson, who 
represented Petrovich, urged jurors to not 
scapegoat the defendants for a murder 
that would never have happened without 
the complicity of corrupt guards who 
encouraged the culture of fear and brutal¬ 
ity behind bars. In an interview shortly 
after the verdict was read, he expressed 
dismay that jurors failed to see the bigger 
picture at work behind Chamberlain’s 
death and argued that Taylor was just as 
guilty as his client in Chamberlain’s death. 

“Jared Petrovich has said from day one 
that while he was in custody, the depu¬ 
ties told him when to wake up, when to 
go to sleep and when to eat lunch. And 
they told him when to beat Chamber- 
lain. There was a missing chair [at the 
defense table] in this case,” he said. “And 
it belongs to Deputy Taylor.”

A 73-year-old woman was left 
clinging to life. The onetime Marine, 
who’d become unhinged since suf¬ 
fering a crippling accident aboard 
a tugboat he captained in 2007, was 
embroiled in a nasty custody battle 
with Fournier.

FULLERTON CITY 
COUNCIL MAJORITY 

After the Kelly Thomas killing, 

Pat McKinley, Don Bankhead and 
Dick Jones adopted the standard 
elected-official posture when gov¬ 
ernment employees are involved in 
wrongdoing: They pretended noth¬ 
ing was wrong—even with large, 
regular public demonstrations and 
national media attention. Then they 
absurdly claimed the real villain 
in the Thomas incident was Tony 
Bushala, the businessman/blogger 
who first exposed the horrors of 
the beating. But what’s really scary 
is that these three elected goons 
showed utter contempt for the 
community by also mocking rea¬ 
sonable concerns about a series of 
police-brutality incidents. 
Mitigating Factor: The recall 
movement is moving along. 


ROBERT H. SCHULLER 

If Schuller had stayed retired after 
2006 as head of the Crystal Cathedral, 
his stature in American Christianity 
would’ve been assured and unblem¬ 
ished: the founder of the mega-church 
movement, mentor to thousands of 
pastors, a pioneer in televangelism, and 
a holy man whose embrace of architec¬ 
ture led to stunning houses of worship.

It started with 
Schuller driving his self-appointed 
successor, Robert A., out in 2008, and 
followed with the church declaring 
bankruptcy last year. Court records 
released this year showed how Schul¬ 
ler and his ilk lived an extravagant life¬ 
style for decades while stiffing vendors 
and letting the Crystal Cathedral bleed 
out. Now, the Cathedral is up for sale. 
Mitigating Factor: At least he’s not 
a pedophile.

Even the Westminster police 
detective’s defense attorney does 
not deny his 32-year-old client 
abducted a waitress walking to 
her car after her shift, drove the 
single mother in her car to a park¬ 
ing lot a city away, then sadisti¬ 
cally raped and tortured her at 
gunpoint. She eventually broke 
away, and Orban fled, but he left 
behind his service weapon, which 
was easy to track back to him.

EDWARD YOUNGHOON SHIN 

Investigators say the Irvine family man 
confessed to killing his business partner 
and sending emails to the dead man’s 
family to make it seem as if he were on 
an extended vacation. Why? Because the 
33-year-old men had a fallout that cul¬ 
minated in Shin agreeing to buy out his 
partner’s share for $1 million. Shin had a 
history of shady business dealings, but no 
one suspected he would go to such lengths 
to come out on top—except the family of 
Christopher Ryan Smith. Early on, they 
doubted Smith was sending emails from 
exotic locales in Africa. They tried without 
luck to press Laguna Beach police detec¬ 
tives to investigate Shin. With the help of 
private detectives and Orange County sher¬ 
iff’s investigators who took over the case, 
Shin was arraigned on murder charges 
on Aug. 30, and one of his associates was 
arrested as an accessory. Mitigating 
Factor: Smith’s body has not been found, 
so maybe he is on one helluva safari. 

LENNY KYLE DYKSTRA 

Santa Ana-born and Garden Grove-bred 
Dykstra was known as “Nails” when he 
starred in the outfield for the Philadelphia 
Phillies and New York Mets. Nails have 
also been pounded into the coffin holding 
his post-MLB career as a supposed finan¬ 
cial whiz. He has been accused of federal 
bankruptcy fraud and obstruction of jus¬ 
tice tied to his allegedly selling items from 
an $18 million mansion. Since leaving the 
game, the onetime darling of CNBC’s Jim 
Cramer has also been accused of credit- 
card fraud; failure to pay bills; possessing 
Ecstasy, cocaine and human-growth hor¬ 
mone; masterminding a scam to acquire 
luxury cars; sexual harassment; sexual 
assaults; and indecent exposure.

IZAD CHAVOSHAN 

The Huntington Beach resident tried four 
times to burn down his church, Orange 
County Church of Christ in Irvine, because 
of its teachings against masturbation. Three 
crazy nights in October 2009, Chavoshan 
waited until everyone left the church, took 
contents out of the outdoor trash cans, 
placed them next to the entrance and set 
them on fire. They all burned out before 
doing much more than charring the doors, 
but church officials reported the torchings 
to Irvine Police. Cops set up a stakeout and 
caught Chavoshan trying to burn down the 
church for a fourth time and arrested him. 
He was sentenced in August to six years 
and four months in state prison. One prays 
his cellmate is cool with whacking off.

Clusterfuck In Fullerton, which might pay for one of the 
many lawsuits it’s facing. 


PAUL LAWRENCE WADLEY 

Huntington Park’s retired police chief 
came up with a novel way to spend his 
golden years in Anaheim Hills: placing 
nude photos of male and female body 
parts on one local nature trail, exposing 
his junk and butt to a woman on another, 
and placing penis pictures on car wind¬ 
shields in a park’s car lot. Guess it beats 
jigsaw puzzles.

The case of the state 
of California versus Jared Petrovich, 
et al., involves the Oct. 5, 2006, jailhouse 
murder of John Chamberlain, a Rancho 
Santa Margarita software engineer who 
was arrested for misdemeanor possession 
of child pornography. A few days later, he 
died at the hands of dozens of inmates, 
including one who says Taylor had told 
him just hours earlier that Chamberlain 
was a child molester. During the kill¬ 
ing, Taylor, by his own account, watched 
television in a nearby guard tower. The 
deputy not only refused to talk to inves¬ 
tigators, but also actively obstructed that 
investigation, which is apparently why he 
finally got canned. Mitigating Factor: 
Taylor’s atrocious conduct helped bring 
about badly needed reforms at the jail. 


THOSE PROSECUTING 
THE "IRVINE 11" 

If you don’t think Islamophobia (see 
above) had anything to do with the deci¬ 
sion to criminally charge 11 Muslim stu¬ 
dents from UCs Irvine and Riverside who 
interrupted a speech by Israeli ambas¬ 
sador Michael Oren at UCI, then you’ve 
been living under a rock for the past 10 
years. And if you’re not terrified that an 
act of fighting-speech-with-speech on a 
university campus was met with indict¬ 
ments, then you’ve been living under a 
rock for the past 236 years.

DAVENPORT 

The most 
disturbing 
non-criminal 
on this list is 
Davenport, an 
elected member of 
the Orange County 
Republican Party. 

This Fullerton grandmother is 
generally a simple, sweet, con¬ 
servative, Christian woman, one 
who sent fellow GOP officials an 
inflammatory email containing 
an image with President Barack 
Obama’s face superimposed on a 
picture of the baby in a family of 
three chimpanzees, along with 
the words “Now we know why 
no birth certificate.” Davenport 
couldn’t comprehend why her 
move would be seen around the 
world as racist. But rather than 
accept responsibility, she first 
tried to blame OC GOP chairman 
Scott Baugh for not defending her, 
and then, during an appearance 
on Larry Elder’s KABC-AM radio 
show in Los Angeles, she identi¬ 
fied the “real racists”: Democrats.

at UC Irvine, who offered chicken and 
waffles as the themed meal for that holi¬ 
day. (Ouch.) Mitigating Factor: Thalia 
issued an apology, and UCI’s food vendor 
conducted cultural-awareness training. 

So we’ll have to look elsewhere for our 
facepalm-worthy missteps next year. 

CHRIS MCAMIS 

This 35-year-old worked hard at his 
construction job, driving tractors and 
such to provide for his wife and young 
daughter while living in a quaint Fuller¬ 
ton home where he worked on a video- 
game website. His normal life no doubt 
incurred the ire of Placentia police, who 
for almost 10 years suspected him of 
killing a 20-year-old Fullerton College 
student named Lynsie Ekelund, missing 
since the night McAmis said he dropped 
her near her home after a night out 
with friends. The cold case was handed 
to elite investigators with the Orange 
County district attorney’s office in 2008. 
Last October, McAmis confessed to 
strangling Ekelund after attempting to 
rape her, then dumping her corpse in 
a shallow grave at a worksite in Santa 
Clarita. He has pleaded not guilty. 
Mitigating Factor: If he’s convicted, 
well, it’s just that he finally got caught. 

DANIEL ALMA SHEPERD AND 
GAY DAVIDSON SHEPERD 

Daniel, 62, was a science teacher at Mesa 
View Middle School in Huntington Beach, 
and his 52-year-old wife was a former 
leader of the Huntington Beach teachers’ 
union. Daniel met his young victim, who 
was a Westminster High student, and 
introduced the lad to his wife. They began 
grooming their victim in 2009 by inviting 
him over to their house for drinks, board 
games and movies. The DA says things took 
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a turn for the stranger shortly after, when 
the two hopped into their hot tub naked 
urging their young charge to do the same. 
Gay stands accused of blowing more than 
bubbles as she orally pleasured both fellas. 
Numerous sex acts followed in the ensu¬ 
ing weeks, including mutual masturbation, 
sodomy, oral sex and plain-ol’ sex. Daniel is 
currently facing five years in state prison, 
while Gay faces eight.

The historic Santa Ana venue has been 
the Chavez Ravine of OC Latino history— 
twice. In 1985, city officials forced the 
Olivos family—which had turned it into 
an internationally famous venue for host¬ 
ing Spanish-language film and music stars 
since the 1950s—to sell it to them, then 
promptly turned around and unloaded it 
on developer Irving Chase. He, in turn, 
let the venue crumble for more than 20 
years until letting the nonprofit El Centro 
Cultural de Mexico use it for a son jaro- 
cho concert in 2007. Chase then planned 
to let El Centro lease the space, but in 
swooped Dennis Lluy, the former DIY 
punker behind the late, great Koo’s Cafe, 
now a city insider. Chase reneged on his 
proposal, leased the space to Lluy—and 
earlier this year, El Centro just happened 
to get pushed out of a building owned by 
Chase’s father-in-law. Mitigating Factor: 
The renovations look very nice. 

CLAUDIA ALVAREZ 

The Santa Ana councilwoman had been 
a vendida for most of her 12 years on the 
Banana Republic’s ruling junta, taking in 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in con¬ 
tributions from gentrifying developers 
while vilifying activists fighting the same 
developers as malcontents. Then some¬ 
time this year, the Orange County prose¬ 
cutor got all MEChista and began railing 
against those same developers for their 
supposed ethnic cleansing of the city’s 
downtown—the same ethnic cleansing 
she had applauded for a decade. No one 
believed her act, and it didn’t help when 
Alvarez publicly compared property 
owner Irving Chase (see above) to Hitler, 
a stance that effectively squashed any 
criticism of Santa Ana’s city-led gentrifi- 
cation efforts for good. Mitigating 
Factor: She’s termed out next year. 

PHAT HUY TO 

The horror of being sexually violated by a 
social deviant is bad enough. If the assail¬ 
ant also smells weird, that could make 
it worse—or it could be an important 
clue. This 27-year old resident of Garden 
Grove was recently sentenced to eight 
years in state prison for raping a woman 
he ordered into his car by threatening 
her with what appeared to be a gun. The 
victim told police that To, who sodom¬ 
ized her and forced her to orally copulate 
him for two and a half hours, mentioned 
to her during the ordeal that his mother 
owned a doughnut shop. The victim told 
police her attacker smelled of garlic and 
onion doughnuts. Rumor has it To is now 
housed in the men’s prison at Chuck- 
walla. Mitigating Factor: Prison food is 
pretty underseasoned.

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Pizza By Batali 

Mario Batali and Nancy Silverton’s long-awaited 
Newport Beach outpost of Mozza finally opens

T here hasn’t been anything more 
hotly anticipated around these 
parts than Mozza, Mario Batali and 
Nancy Silverton’s Newport Beach outpost 
of their blockbuster Hollywood pizzeria. 
Since the pair hinted at expanding into 
our borders two years ago, we chickens 
over at the Stick a Fork In It blog have 
stumbled over one another to report the 
tiniest development on where it was going 
to land and when it was going to open. 

It’s not as if OC were particularly pizza- 
starved. Ever since the Dame of Dough 
and America’s preeminent Italian celeb¬ 
rity chef teamed up to open Mozza in Los 
Angeles in 2006, more than a few res¬ 
taurants have aspired to fill OC’s Mozza 
void. Pizzeria Ortica, II Dolce and Ecco all 
boasted artisanal pies created in the mold 
of the Neapolitan ideal—pizzas stretched 
as thin as membranes and blistered in 
wood-burning ovens to puffy crusts. But 
it was all foreplay, just substitutes to keep 
our palates primed until Mozza came. 

And now that it’s here? It 
delivers—mostly. 

Newport Beach’s Mozza has a menu as 
simple and spare as the original. Pizzas 
are at the literal center of the list—and the 
restaurant itself. A glowing oven with a 
half-moon slit anchors a casual room more 
colorful and airy than Batali’s signature 
Crocs. Orbiting it is a cadre of cooks whose 
main purpose is to feed this beast. They 
coax balls of dough into pliant discs, layer 
on toppings and pull finished pies out of 
the gaping maw with a long-handled pad¬ 
dle. The best seat for a view of the action 
is at the counter. But anywhere you are, 
you smell the sweet, yeasty aroma of bak¬ 
ing bread. Despite all the hype, Mozza’s 
kitchen is methodical, precise and exact¬ 
ing, even if the service can occasionally lag. 

The pizza is crisp, asymmetric, gnarled 
and pockmarked with char, the key signa¬ 



tures of a handmade pie. Handling a slice 
means soot and flour dust on your fingers. 
Each 10-inch disc feeds exactly one person 
and is encircled by a ballooning crust that 
constitutes nearly half its acreage; the 
middle, though, is as flat as a valley. A few 
toppings—such as fresh mozzarella—may 
make the pizza too wet to handle. If you 
have to resort to a knife and fork, know 
that that’s the way it’s eaten in Naples. 

A pie with Fresno chiles is potently 
spicy, and the Ipswich clams pie is redo¬ 
lent of garlic even if the bivalves can be a 
bit rubbery. But whatever the topping— 
whether as domestic as Yukon gold pota¬ 
toes with bacon, egg and onions or some¬ 
thing exotic such as the guanciale—you 
eventually nibble your way to that crust. 

It’s here that pizza sophisticates will note 
that at the Newport Beach Mozza, Batali 
and Silverton are still calibrating. At the 
Hollywood Mozza, the crust is somehow 
simultaneously rigid and ductile, requir¬ 


ing only a gentle tug to tear like tissue 
paper. Newport’s dough is, by comparison, 
slightly overworked and thus chewier. 

It’s with the salads that both Mozzas 
are in lockstep, and that makes sense. In 
a recent Los Angeles Times article, Sil¬ 
verton revealed she’s a salad purist and 
maven. The cover of her just-released 
Mozza cookbook features not a pizza, 
but a caprese, on which cherry-sized 
tomatoes still dangling on their vines are 
roasted to crinkle the skins and soften the 
flesh to near-liquefaction. Perched atop 
a blubbery base of burrata and a slobber 
of hand-pounded pesto, Mozza’s caprese 
is as perfect on the palate as it is in the 
photos. In Silverton’s tricolore salad with 
parmigiano reggiano, an anchovy dressing 
coats a mountain of arugula, frisee and 
Belgian endive with such balance that not 
one leaf loses its snap or is left without 
flavor. That it deftly manages to shame 
all caesar salads you’ve had before is even 
more amazing when you realize Silverton 
does it without the use of a single crouton. 

So far, the Newport branch does not 
have the full roster of antipasti that the 
Hollywood Mozza offers. Absent are 
the wonderful al forno squid with beans 
and shrimp with melon, chiles and mint. 
There’s also one less panini and brus- 
chette here. The fried squash blossoms 
stuffed with ricotta are present, though, 
two-bite wonders cocooned in a sturdy 
batter that recalls the one English chip 
shops use to encase cod. And there’s also 
the same daily rotation of plated entrees 
that the mothership offers called piatti del 
giorno; Thursdays are notable for a rack 
of baby backs cut crosswise and slow- 
roasted with a sticky glaze that carries fla¬ 
vors of apple-cider vinegar, honey, fennel 
and coriander. It’s wondrous and might 
just be the dish that will keep us sated 
until Silverton and Batali decide to import 
Osteria Mozza, the fine-dining sequel to 
their pizzeria, to OC. When will that be? 
We chickens will keep a lookout.

Nose-to-Tail Tacos

T he tacos and carnitas at Tacos y Car- 
nitas Sahuayo in Santa Ana are fine at 
best, and mostly inconsistent—if you go with 
the tried and true. The carne asada is juicy, 
crisped on its edges, but the al pastor is too 
oily, the chicken dry and the carnitas cooked 
too long. Baptize them in the salsa provided 
at a salad bar, with a too-large sneeze guard 
that forces you to have to crane your arm to 
put salsa on your tacos because the ladle is 
fartoo long, and you might wonder why the 
hell I'm sending you here. 

Note the operative term: tried and true. 
Veer from the meats you usually get, and 
instead go with the naughty bits, and you'll 
discover a restaurant that takes the cur¬ 
rent foodie obsession with nose-to-tail 
eating literally and beautifully. You get a 
hint of this methodology from the restau¬ 
rant's name—Sahuayo, of course, is the 
Michoacan city that functions as the Iowa 
of Santa Ana, a place that has sent thou¬ 
sands of its residents to our county seat 
for the past 60 years. These are people 
whose worship of pig makes our obsession 
with bacon seem vegan—carnitas, most 
famously, but also chicharrones, blood 
pudding, ears, virtually every part of the 
animal. Slabs of chicharrones bake under 
heat lamps near the front—some as large 
as a desk calendar, others rutted like a 
timing belt, both concentrated fat from 
which I honestly can only handle two or 
three bites before collapsing in a quivering, 
frothing food coma. The chicharrones are 
also cooked for taco consumption, a pro¬ 
cess that essentially melts them into globs 
of fat—by far the most popular taco on 
sale. Also available is something I've never 
before encountered in Orange County: 
chicharron de aldilla, or pork belly. 

Another length of the long restaurant 
is devoted to guisados (stews). Some are 
straightforward, like the carnitas mixed 
with squash and corn, but choose the 
black-as-midnight trays holding soricua 
and moronga: different versions of blood 
sausage, but here prepared as a stew, 
impossibly rich and spiced with onions, 
chile and little else. 

You'll notice a sign at the end of the 
small menu (tacos, burritos and quesadillas 
filled with many meat options) warning in 
Spanish of a salsa "for men." You'll have to 
buy this salsa, which they store in a small 
refrigerator and sell next door at their sister 
carnicerla : a green sauce made from ser- 
ranos that can make habanero salsa seem 
downright vanilla. 

Finally: pork-snout tacos. Called trompa, 
they are jellied cubes of porcine wonder. 
Order now, and thank me later.

OC Weekly; What are six words that 
describe your food? 

Lindsay Smith-Rosales: Fresh, bright 
flavors, thoughtful, quality, sustainable, 
all-natural, seasonal. 

What are at least eight words that 
describe you? 

Perfectionist, multitasker, extrovert, cui¬ 
sine, overdedicated workaholic, strong- 
willed, passionate, entrepreneur, charis¬ 
matic, overachiever. 

Your best recent food find: 

Branzino, i.e., Mediterranean sea bass, i.e., 
Loup de Mer. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Shallots have an underlying flavor that is 
not in your face. We use it in more than a 
dozen dishes. It has such versatility. 

Rules of conduct in your kitchen: 

No cell phones. Clean as you go. Think 
ahead, and set yourself up for the next 
day for success. Always be humble that 
you don’t know it all. Ask for help, and ask 
questions.

Too many good things come from 
it: butter, cheese, cream, milk, creme 
fraiche, more cheese!

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Support from local chefs to make a dif¬ 
ference. We all come together and are 
very often the same recognized chefs who 
want to impact the greater good [through] 
what we have the gift to do.

Best food city in America: 

I have not traveled the states enough at 
this point to say. From where I have been, 
San Francisco/Napa areas have the quality 
and farm availability at their surround¬ 
ing areas to support great food and be a 
culinary mecca for the food revolution of 
organics, farm-to-table and seasonal fare. 
What you’d like to see less of in Orange 
County from a culinary standpoint: 

Fads, ego and pretentiousness in the 
kitchen. Just make food that is not about 
what far-fetched idea you can do to spin 
it. Keep it simple, and keep it good. I’m 
really not into the foams, 
geles and other foods you 
may ask if you should be 
eating or just looking at. I 
like real food. 

Favorite cookbooks: 

I don’t have just one. I love 
too many and I think there 
are so many interpreta¬ 
tions with food, which is 
what I love.

Which dish would you tell newcomers to 
Nirvana Grille to try first? 

Depends on what they like. I eat different 
than what we may be known for, as I want 
a lighter option, since I eat our food daily. 

I go for our oven-poached halibut, which 
I love, or the polenta and chard and add a 
piece of protein. But the seafood di mare, 
which is our third-most-popular dish, is 
a great try.

L ocated beside a Chipotle and a Pavilions at the newly opened Landing 
shopping plaza on the Balboa Peninsula, Crow Burger Kitchen sticks 
out from its fellow tenants like the ultra-chic kid who wore military boots 
with his Catholic school uniform before it was cool. The restaurant's 
design is sleek with metallic chairs, industrial lighting, and a blackboard 
chalked with numerous beers and detailed brew lingo that anchors the 
energy of place. The impressive list ranges from the local (San Diego's Big 
Eye IPA) to Belgium's Le Blanche—32 on tap, 18 in bottle and not a Coors 

Light in sight. 

But when your eyes fall on the Yeti 
Imperial Stout by the Great Divide 
Brewing Co., you'll get—to paraphrase 
Jules in Pulp Fiction —what beer afi¬ 
cionados refer to as a moment of clar¬ 
ity and order it. 

THE DRINK 

At 9.5 percent ABV with an Interna¬ 
tional Bitterness Unit of 75, you're in 
for a hefty treat. The drink arrives in 
a stemmed pokal glass filled to the 
brim with the dark chocolate-colored 
stout. Upon taste, the creamy headi¬ 
ness hits like the much-anticipated 
dessert you've been waiting for after 
9-to-5 shift. A sweet caramel flavor 
follows, and while you can taste the 9.5 
percent streaming through your veins, it's 
pleasantly subdued by the malt of the Imperial 
Stout. Heartbreakingly delicious, a meal in itself, 
the perfect pint to cozy up to during the coming 
chilly season, this is a Yeti you can—and should— 
track. From an Oct. 21 Stick a Fork In It post.

The Ghost of Hunter Thompson 

An oddly tame adaptation of The Rum Diary

W ritten and directed by Bruce 
Robinson, The Rum Diary is 
what the Brits might call a rum 
movie—an oddly inoffensive piece and a 
personal project for its disconcertingly 
unengaged star Johnny Depp. 

The movie adapts a novel Hunter S. 
Thompson began in the early ’60s and pub¬ 
lished, under Depp’s auspices, more than 
three decades later. A first-person account 
of the drinking life on a tropical isle in 
the late 1950s, its protagonists are mainly 
employees of an undercapitalized English- 
language daily in San Juan; their perpetu¬ 
ally soused attitude is less Beat than Lost 
Generation, though written (or rewritten) 
with a heedless hedonism that anticipates 
the addled excesses of the high ’60s. 

As the writer-director of the 1987 com¬ 
edy Withnail and I (a fondly remembered 
cult film in which a drug-befuddled pair of 
upper-class degenerates staggers through 
Swinging London’s twilight debris), Robin¬ 
son would seem uniquely suited to handle 
the triumphalist disorder of the Thompson 
worldview. Unfortunately, just as The Rum 
Diary was conceived too early in Thomp¬ 
son’s career for maximum oomph, Rob¬ 
inson’s long-germinating, and for several 
years shelved, adaptation arrives too late in 
the career of the filmmaker and his star— 
the bacchanal is weirdly elegiac, as though 
once meant to be a new Hollywood vehicle 
for the young Elliott Gould. 

The party gets underway with Thomp¬ 
son’s alter ego Kemp (played by Thomp¬ 
son’s other alter ego Depp) coming to 
consciousness, having raped the minibar 
in a dark, trashed hotel room overlooking 
a glorious beach—his bleary disorienta¬ 
tion accentuated by the small plane that 
flies by with the unfurled banner “Puerto 
Rico Welcomes Union Carbide.” Pave 
paradise—put up a parking lot! Ugly 
Americans infest the bowling alley; right- 
wing capitalists plan vulgar resorts on the 
unspoiled army testing range at Vieques. 
Newly arrived from New York, Kemp 
finds an ongoing, never-exactly-explained 
riot outside the offices of the San Juan 
Star and a lunatic editor within (Richard 
Jenkins). Soon his lowlife colleagues, the 
garrulous yet frustrated news photogra¬ 
pher Sala (Michael Rispoli) and brain¬ 
damaged crime writer Moburg (Giovanni 
Ribisi), initiate him into a round of bar¬ 
hopping and cockfighting that results in 
an epic trip to the slammer. Still, The Rum 
Diary could use a shot of the mania that 
fueled Terry Gilliam’s Fear and Loathing 
in Las Vegas. As deadpan as he is, Depp 
could use a crazed Benicio Del Toro to 
complement his cool. 

Although nearby Cuba, newly liberated 
from the imperialist yoke, is the movie’s 
great unmentioned, Robinson adds a 
dash of politics to the cocktail. Kemp is 
a would-be journalistic muckraker who 


sullenly contemplates Vice President 
Richard Nixon on TV: “How long can the 
blizzard of insult continue?!” he demands 
in gonzo wonderment. Turns out to be 
long enough for Kemp to be recruited to 
write a smarmy promotional brochure 
by a smooth American ex-journalist 
named Sanderson (Aaron Eckhart), who’s 
shacked up with the captivating Con¬ 
necticut wild child Chenault (Amber 
Heard). “This place is a sea of money,” is 
Sanderson’s siren song, but Chenault, who 


charmingly goads Kemp into driving his 
shiny new Corvette off a dock, is the siren. 

As in Thompson’s readable but hardly 
revelatory novel, the narrative reaches 
its climax at carnival on St. Thomas with 
Kemp fallen off the wagon and Chenault 
casting her spell on a juke joint of 
drunken mob revelry. Unfortunately the 
movie soldiers on. Like an emissary from 
the future, Moburg shows up with an 
unnamed super drug that, administered 
as eye drops, gets Sala and Kemp stoned

and wildly hallucinating. As though 
watching an outtake from Fear and Loath¬ 
ing, Kemp sees Sala flexing a fearsome 
facial appendage: “Your tongue is like 
an accusatory giblet!” Less convincing is 
Kemp’s resolution to become an honest 
reporter—never mind that the Star seems 
to be on the verge of folding—and the fake 
happy ending that provides a cheerful 
precis of Kemp and Chenault’s subse¬ 
quent life back in the states. 

The Rum Diary has plenty of insolent 
patter and pungent background clutter; 
Robinson is good on sweaty, sodden mise 
en scene and elaborately grubby tropical 
torpor, but he never quite gets the giddy 
velocity of a what-the-fuck bender. Truth 
to tell, The Rum Diary is actually more of 
a light morning-after hangover—it won’t 
leave you with a headache.

ANONYMOUS Edward de Vere, 17th 
Earl of Oxford, is the close-second 
candidate to be attributed author¬ 
ship of the 37 plays of William 
Shakespeare—who, due to the 
troublesome existence of evidence, 
remains the general favorite. De Vere, 
played as a figure of regal isolation 
by Rhys Ifans, is the protagonist of 
Anonymous, a work of speculative 
fiction that assumes the Earl's secret 
authorship as fact. A member of the 
peerage, De Vere hatches a plan to 
use the power of theater to sway 
public opinion in support of his young 
friend, the Earl of Essex (Sam Reid), 
in his bid to succeed the aging Queen 
Elizabeth. They are opposed in this 
by Elizabeth's father and son advis¬ 
ers William and Robert Cecil (David 
Thewlis and Edward Hogg), who wish 
to see James of Scotland on the 
throne—and are, inconveniently, De 
Vere's in-laws. De Vere, having sworn 
to his wife's family that he would set 


down his pen, first chooses fellow 
playwright Ben Jonson as the public 
face to take credit for his verse—but 
the credit is usurped by a drunken, 
whoremongering actor named, you 
guessed it, Bill Shakespeare (Rafe 
Spall). Although Shakespeare was 
known to turn out some rather 
juiced-up histories himself, it is the 
particular idiocy of our time that the 
past is apparently only marketable 
via Da Vinci Code conspiratorial jab¬ 
bering, here degrading the canon to 
the level of the potboiler. With better 
performances than it has any right 
to, Anonymous is only sporadically 
enjoyable as camp. (PG-13) Nick 
Pinkerton.

ABDUCTION A sociology project on 
the Internet presence of kidnapped 
kids (?) affords the recently grounded 
Nathan (Taylor Lautner) some quality 


time with longtime girl-across-the- 
street crush Karen (Lily Collins) in 
Abduction, a blockhead espionage 
thriller from director-for-hire John 
Singleton (Boyz N the Hood). Mom 
(Maria Bello) has closed the door 
behind her, so Nathan and Karen 
are alone with the motocross post¬ 
ers and conspicuously propped-up 
snowboards. The Web soon yields a 
missing-person rendering of Lautner's 
face—uncannily age-adjusted from a 
photo of Nathan as a young child— 
giving the self-described "stranger in 
my own life" something to really think 
about: Who are his real parents? And 
did "Dad" (Jason Isaacs) mean him 
actual harm when they beat the crap 
out of each other in the backyard? 
Nathan immediately avails himself 
of the site's live-chat feature (we 
glimpse the man behind the interface, 
a human tattoo in Brighton Beach) 
and soon finds himself on the run 
with Karen after his house explodes, 
caught in the middle of a skirmish 
involving rival black-ops agents, the 
CIA (represented by Alfred Molina), 
and a guardian therapist (Sigourney 
Weaver). Most of this takes place in 
and around Pittsburgh, and none of 
it has anything to do with abduction. 
Between chases and Bourne-like 
bursts of violence, Lautner gets emo¬ 
tional, restating the obvious: "I just 
saw my parents get murdered in front 
of my eyes," he says at one point, 
looking very much like a stranger 
in his own performance. (PG-13)

CONTAGION Contagion opens on 
day two of a global viral epidemic. 
Gwyneth Paltrow plays Beth, an 
American employee for a multi¬ 
national corporation who returns 


from a business trip to her wintry 
Midwestern home feeling like crap. 
Twenty-four hours after she's written 
off her sickness as jet lag in a phone 
call to her lover, Beth starts foam¬ 
ing at the mouth. She's pronounced 
dead at the hospital, and before her 
husband, Mitch (Matt Damon), can 
break the news to their young son, 
the kid follows suit. Beth is fingered 
as Patient Zero of a virus previously 
unseen on earth, which defies cure, 
containment, or scientific understand¬ 
ing. Streets fill with the zombie sick, 
and the social order breaks down. 
Director Steven Soderbergh deploys 
a cast of thousands to help sketch the 
epidemic as a global, class-blind, all- 
encompassing event. Marion Cotillard 
is the WHO epidemiologist assigned 
to trace the origins of Beth's illness. 
Laurence Fishburne is the CDC chief 
trying to manage the message—a 
fight thwarted when blogger Jude 
Law posts a video of a Japanese 
businessman collapsing on a city bus. 
Crafting staccato montages to a coolly 
insistent score, Soderbergh transi¬ 
tions between stories at a rapid-fire 
pace, allowing a couple of seemingly 
major characters to disappear for long 
stretches, and one to die with a star¬ 
tling lack of sentimentality. Contagion 
is a pulp-pop confection with an 
unusually serious social critique at 
its heart, tracing the chain reaction 
caused by isolated acts of selfishness, 
unchecked power, and a never-sated 
culture of newer, faster, better. (PG-

THE DEBT A remake of the far more 
brisk 2007 Israeli film with a bullpen 
of aging stars, this rather old-fash¬ 
ioned espionage drama seems deftly 
engineered to please the middlebrow 


minions allergic to superheroes and 
vampires. It's hardly a challenging 
film, though not for lack of strain, 
bouncing between 1997, when scar¬ 
faced Mossad agent Helen Mirren 
endures some autumnal glory in 
Tel Aviv, and 1965, when, embodied 
by a wispy Jessica Chastain, she 
joins a team (Sam Worthington and 
Marton Csokas) intent on kidnap¬ 
ping a famous Nazi butcher (Jesper 
Christensen) passing as an East 
Berlin gynecologist. The rhythms of 
The Debt are emphatic and obvious, 
but at least the Israeli cult of hero¬ 
ism gets a side-swipe fuck-you, and 
the loaded thought of vaginal exams 
administered by a Birkenau mutilator 
is exploited for everything it's worth, 
especially when one exam explodes 
into a leg-lock fight to the near-death. 
The leading cast, strangely Jew-free, 
is all uncomplicated angst and brow- 
furrows, except for Worthington, 
who as always suggests a linebacker 
waiting for the whistle. Predictably, 
the holes in the narrative set us up for 
a twist or three, but, on balance, it's a 
pleasure to be back in the wet alleys 
and spy-patrolled streets of the GDR, 
however vague they seem without 
'60s black-and-white cinematogra¬ 
phy.

DOLPHIN TALE Of this year's corny 
family heartwarmers based on true 
aquatic stories of coping with the 
loss of appendages, director Charles 
Martin Smith's boy-and-his-dolphin 
melodrama at least earns your 
empathy—unlike the disingenuous 
Christploitation of Soul Surfer. Off 
the Florida coast, skittish grade- 
schooler Nelson (Nathan Gamble) 
strikes an immediate bond with a 
bottlenose named Winter (playing 
herself), freeing her from a crab trap 
that has irrevocably crippled her tail. 
Son of a cool single mom (Ashley 
Judd), Nelson is a dispassionate loner 
whose only father figure is his older 
cousin, a former swimming champion 
who returns home from overseas 
military deployment wheelchair-bound 
and traumatized in a surprisingly 
weighty and grown-up subplot. But 
the kid finds new purpose in help¬ 
ing out with Winter's rehabilitation 
at the local marine hospital, led by 
Harry Connick Jr.'s good-hearted doc 
and his spunky, freckled daughter 
(Cozi Zuehlsdorff). A mildly eccentric 
prosthetics doctor (MVP Morgan 
Freeman) is eventually called upon 
to craft a new flipper for Flipper, and 
a third-act "Save the Dolphins from 
Condo Developers" carnival dribbles 
out the rest of the formula. But the 
message is too pure to nitpick: By the 
end of the movie, Winter has become 
a mascot for human disability, espe¬ 
cially for children, and Dolphin Tale 
has enough depth and sensitivity 
to tap into emotion without feel¬ 
ing manipulative. (PG) Aaron Hillis. 
Countywide. 

DREAM HOUSE Even more than with 
his 50 Cent-headlined gangsta-drama 
Get Rich or Die Tryin', Jim Sheridan ( In 
the Name of the Father, In America ) 
proves wholly out of his element with 
Dream House, a ghost story that's 
clueless about the staleness of Sixth 
Sense- style supernatural gimmickry. 
After quitting his book-editor job to 
spend time with his wife Libby (Rachel 
Weisz) and two daughters, aspiring 
novelist Will (Daniel Craig) discovers 
that, five years earlier, his new home 
was the scene of a horrific crime... 
perpetrated by him! This reality-twist¬ 
ing bombshell would be blatantly fore¬ 
seeable even if it weren't ruined by 
the film's TV commercials, since Will's 
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conversations with Libby and their 
no-dimensional neighbor Ann (Naomi 
Watts) are dripping with things- 
aren't-what-they-seem suggestions. 
Moreover, said revelation isn't to be 
taken seriously, as Sheridan's tale 
soon segues into an unevenly paced 
whodunit pockmarked with lame CG 
nightmare sequences and populated 
by hollow ciphers whose every word 
and action is less believable than 
the last. Superficially shouting out 
to The Shining while squandering its 
high-caliber leads in melodramatic 
faux-spooky hokum, Dream House 
also manages to commit a cardinal 
thriller sin: casting well-known actors 
in ostensibly inconsequential roles, 
which in this case reveals the real 
culprit before the mystery proper has 
even begun. (PG-13) Nick Schager.

DRIVE As stripped down and propulsive 
as its robotic title, Drive is the most 
"American" movie yet by Danish 
genre director Nicolas Winding 
Refn. The film is a sleek, tense piece 
of work that, as a vehicle for Ryan 
Gosling, has a kind of daredevil con¬ 
trol, swerving the actor dangerously 
close to and abruptly away from 
self-parody. The plot could nearly be 
inscribed on the head of a pin: A chiv¬ 
alrous loner—Gosling's Hollywood 
stunt driver/wheelman—participates 
in an armed robbery to help out the 
woman he loves; the deal turns out 
to be a setup, and the body count 
explodes. Drive is nominally set in 
the present day, but the 40-year-old 
director elects to emphasize the 
retro—synthesizing Miami Vice's 
languid dissolves and neon-limned 
dive bars, Blade Runner's nocturnal 
skylines and Top Gun's MTV-friendly 
lyrical montage interludes. Refn's 
most obvious break with the air- 
brushed '80s and clearest link to his 
own early films is the ultraviolent, 
even gruesome, splatter that comes 
once Gosling's near-catatonic driver 
agrees to the heist. It's one of Drive's 
jokes that, over the course of the 
movie, Gosling's spiffy silver jacket 
will be increasingly bloodstained. 

The Gosling character is not only a 
master of high-speed bumper cars 
but, when riled, also a near-lunatic 
killer who, as up close and personal 
as the protagonist of Refn's Bronson, 
uses a hammer, some steel-tipped 
footwear and his bare hands to take 
care of business. (R) J. Hoberman. 
Countywide. 

50/50 One scene captures the tricky 
tonal balance of cancer comedy 
50/50. Adam, the straightedge radio 
producer played by Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt, has just finished his first round 
of chemo. It was tough, but the kindly 
gents IV'd next to him made it easier 
by sharing their pot brownies. As the 
Bee Gees play on the soundtrack, 
Adam wanders through the oncology 
ward in a haze and giggles at the 
sad-looking patients, harried nurses, 
and shrouded corpses as they float 
by. It's complicated making a movie 
like 50/50, which was written by Will 
Reiser based on his own early-twen- 
ties experience with a tumor on his 
spine. That scene, and the whole film 
really, intermingles anonymous trag¬ 
edy with blunt comedy, but uneasily— 
in a way that suggests that though 
it's OK to laugh, we shouldn't exactly 
feel good about it. Although often 
quite funny, 50/50 is more often angry; 
indeed, the most welcome transfor¬ 
mation Adam makes isn't from sick to 
well but from milquetoast to asshole. 
Once a DON'T WALK-obeying wel¬ 
come mat, Adam dumps his duplici¬ 
tous girlfriend (Bryce Dallas Howard), 


pushes away his overbearing mother 
(Anjelica Huston), and offers his ther¬ 
apist (Anna Kendrick) some bracing 
sarcasm. The movie's only constant is 
Adam's good pal Kyle (Reiser's good 
pal Seth Rogen), who sticks with him 
through head-shaving, surgery, and 
despair. He reads cancer books on 
the john! He is a Good Person! And 
this is what makes 50/50 not only a 
cancer movie but also a Seth Rogen 
movie. Bros before hos before neuro¬ 
fibroma sarcoma schwannomas. (R) 
Dan Kois. Countywide. 

FOOTLOOSE Footloose, starring dancer 
Kenny Wormald and directed by Craig 
Brewer, is an extraordinarily faithful 
remake, recycling four songs from 
Herbert Ross' 1984 Footloose, plus 
plot, characters, and iconography. 
(The main dude rocks skinny ties and 
drives Kevin Bacon's yellow Beetle.) 

A smart aleck city teen (Wormald) 
moves to a tiny rural town where 
dancing has been banned, falls for 
the defiant daughter (Julianne Hough) 
of a local preacher/city council mem¬ 
ber (Dennis Quaid), and ultimately 
pushes the town's moral needle 
by using Bible verses to recast his 
bumping and grinding as a holy act. 
For all of Brewer's self-conscious 
copying (most jaw-droppingly, he 
nearly shot-for-shot re-creates the 
centerpiece of Ross' film, the tour de 
force explosion of teen rage set in 
an empty warehouse, in which Ren 
fights back against his daily humili¬ 
ations via gymnastic solo dance), 
Brewer does subtly adjust for the 
full generation gap between films. 
Footloose seems to most want to be a 
mother-daughter girls' night out, with 
Gen X moms crossing fingers in the 
hope that that their tween offspring 
will be receptive to the movie's les¬ 
sons about dating studious, drug-free 
gymnasts over stoned, sleazy older 
dudes. But Footloose comes alive 
when Brewer (Hustle & Flow ) plays 
to his strengths—during an illicit 
dance-off at a drive-in or when a line 
dance devolves into sweaty gyra¬ 
tions. Basically, when the teenagers 
are fulfilling the grown-ups' worst 
fears. (PG-13) Karina Longworth. 
Countywide. 

THE GUARD The Guard is a shaggy- 
man character study, its subject a 
fiftysomething policeman in West 
Ireland, Sergeant Gerry Boyle 
(Brendan Gleeson). No by-the-book 
cop, Boyle spends his days off romp¬ 
ing with hookers, and has no qualms 
about gulping MDMA from the pock¬ 
ets of a freshly dead teenager—he 
also displays a proletarian literary 
bent, visits his ailing mum to cheer 
her with pained jocularity, and, unlike 
his better-turned-out colleagues, 
holds himself to an unorthodox-but- 
unbendable code of honor. As an FBI 
agent visiting to intercept a massive 
drug drop, Don Cheadle is on hand 
to straight-man, and to instruct the 
audience to grudgingly appreciate 
Boyle for what he is, despite his 
racial ribbing of the Don Rickies all- 
in-good-fun school ("I'm Irish, sir, 
racism is a part of me culture," Boyle 
announces). One senses that The 
Guard is John Michael McDonagh's 
eulogy for the brusque, warts-and-all 
character of a passing generation 
of tough, working-class Irishmen, 
much as Clint Eastwood's Gran 
Torino was for vintage Americanism. 
But McDonagh's film eschews 
any pretense of social reality for 
cinematographic fancifulness and 
too-clever-by-half dialogue, much 
of it from a trio of drug-smugglers 
livening up Boyle's jurisdiction with 
homicides. As Cheadle drifts around 


a vaguely thought-through role, The 
Guard bets everything on Gleeson's 
boyish twinkle—and tends to overes¬ 
timate its own raffish charm. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. Edwards University Town 
Center 6, Irvine. 

THE HELP A fast-talking, eye-rolling 
snarler, Emma Stone wears a truly 
terrible perm to play the allegedly 


dowdy Skeeter, a recent college 
graduate who returns to her family's 
Mississippi plantation in the summer 
of 1962 in The Help. In her absence, 
not only have her school friends 
become the casually, cruelly racist 
white establishment, but also her own 
beloved childhood maid (Cicely Tyson) 
has disappeared. Skeeter decides 


to write about her hometown from 
the perspective of the black women 
who work in every white household. 
Her ins to that world are dutiful maid 
Aibileen (Viola Davis) and Minny 
(Octavia Spencer), whose inability 
to become wallpaper/doormat while 
at work has cost her a few jobs, 
most recently and spectacularly in 
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the home of the town's coolly despi¬ 
cable queen bee, Hilly (Bryce Dallas 
Howard). To accuse The Help, based 
on Kathryn Stockett's bestselling 
novel, of pushing the dreaded Magical 
Negro button would be a low blow. 
These women do actually say things 
like "Fried chicken just tend to make 
you feel better 'bout life," while pretty 
blonde women look on, beaming—but 
they're also victims of fairly realistic 
character flaws, almost as much as 
they're victims of circumstance. The 
Help is plainly a film about how talk¬ 
ing becomes writing, which becomes 
activism, which turns into history. 

The night Medgar Evers is killed, 
Aibileen tries to comfort a paranoid 
Minny: "We ain't doin' civil rights, 
we just telling stories like they really 
happened"—a downplaying that right¬ 
fully makes her friend laugh. (PG-13) 
Karina Longworth. Countywide. 

THE IDES OF MARCH George 
Clooney's fourth directorial effort— 
scripted by Clooney, his longtime 
partner Grant Heslov, and Beau 
Willimon—is a loose adaptation of 
Farragut North, a 2008 behind-the- 
political-campaign play by Willimon, 
who once worked for Chuck Schumer, 
Hillary Clinton, and Howard Dean. In 
the play, the Democratic presidential 
candidate was spoken of but never 


appeared on stage. In the film, he's 
played by Clooney and is an active, 
necessary participant in intrigue 
involving 30-year-old campaign advi¬ 
sor Stephen Myers (Ryan Gosling), his 
mentor (Philip Seymour Hoffman), a 
competing candidate's top aid (Paul 
Giamatti) and a tempestuous, barely 
legal sexpot intern (Evan Rachel 
Wood). Ides of March is unmistak¬ 
ably a tale of romantic coming of age. 
A genuine idealist when we meet 
him, happily, guilelessly evangelizing 
candidate Mike Morris' "Kool-Aid," 
Stephen's arc is over when his heart 
has fully hardened. Here, as in last 
month's Drive, Gosling's blankness 
contains multitudes. Compelling 
enough as a methodic moral inquiry, a 
step-by-step accounting of how lines 
in the sand move, Ides is less suc¬ 
cessful when attempting to capture 
the feeling of the times. Transparently 
haunted by the crash of Obamamania 
(the takeaway image is of a dead-eyed 
Gosling surrounded by Clooney's face 
on Fairey-esque screen prints sell¬ 
ing the slogan "Believe"), Ides is too 
melancholic to mount an actual politi¬ 
cal argument—it's more like public 
wound-licking. Any nod to our real of- 
the-moment disillusionment dissolves 
into soapy plot contortions, with a 
sex scandal begetting backstabbing 
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and blackmail, necessitating secret 
rendezvous in darkened stairwells and 
the kitchens of closed restaurants. (R) 
Karina Longworth. Countywide. 

KILLER ELITE Wholly unrelated to the 
1975 Sam Peckinpah film of the same 
name, Killer Elite is distinguished by 
one no-mercy, eye-gouging, testicle- 
punching brawl, and one whop- 
pingly indifferent screenplay. After a 
collateral-damage close call awakens 
his conscience—the first of many 
perfunctorily recycled bits to come— 
hitman Danny Bryce (Jason Statham) 
retires only to be drawn back into 
business when his ex-partner (Robert 
De Niro) is kidnapped by a sheikh. To 
ransom his friend, Danny has to kill 
members of the British SAS Special 
Forces who offed the sheikh's sons 
during the Dhofar Rebellion. As 
Danny tallies his kills, he's tailed by 
SAS vet Spike (Clive Owen); both are 
duty-bound warriors, well-matched 
to pummel each another in crisp and 
brutal dustups that make good use of 
Statham's human-bowling-ball physi- 
cality. Rather than these men—code¬ 
following samurai—the villains of 
Killer Elite are the corrupt boardroom 
shot-callers who pit them against one 
another, suits who say things like "We 
don't want blood on our pinstripes." 

Or is the real villain screenwriter Matt 
Sherring, also responsible for "Killing 
is easy—living with it's the hard 
part," and "Shit happens when you 
play in the deep end of the pool"? (R) 
Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

MARTHA MARCY MAY MARLENE 
As taut and economical as its title 
is unwieldy, Sean Durkin's Martha 
Marcy May Marlene is a deft, old- 
school psychological thriller. The film 
divides its eponymous protagonist 
(Elizabeth Olsen) into two personae, 
each associated with one of the mov¬ 
ie's two main locations: a posh new 
summer cottage on a Connecticut 
lake and an isolated communal farm 
in the Catskills where the action 
opens as docile young farm women 
put out dinner for their handful of 
male comrades to eat under the eye 
of their crafty, hyper-alert leader, 
Patrick (John Hawkes). This delib¬ 
erate table setting is dramatically 
upended when Martha, a baby-faced 
beauty whom Patrick has renamed 


Marcy May, wakes up early and takes 
off into the woods. She makes a fear¬ 
ful call to her married older sister 
Lucy (Sarah Paulson), establishing 
contact for the first time in several 
years, and is soon ensconced in 
Connecticut comfort. Traumatized 
Martha would have trouble readjust¬ 
ing even if she weren't so fabulously 
inappropriate—wondering aloud why 
they need such a big house, ask¬ 
ing if it's true that "married people 
don't fuck." Lucy blows hot and cold 
toward her sister—just like Patrick, 
whom we see in flashback, running 
his head trips, initiating the drugged, 
newly renamed Marcy May into his 
preferred form of sex. Ultimately, 
Patrick's evil is less haunting than 
Martha's madness. Olsen gives a 
superb performance, battling confu¬ 
sion, radiating anxiety, and des¬ 
perately asserting her beleaguered 
identity as past and present begin 
to merge. (R) J. Hoberman. Edwards 
University Town Center 6, Irvine. 

MONEYBALL Michael Lewis' book 
Moneyball was published in 2003, in 
the immediate wake of The Season 
That Shook Baseball. The story 
didn't look like much on the surface: 
Billy Beane, a former ballplayer- 
turned-scout-turned-GM, and Paul 
DePodesta, an Ivy League wonk, 
took the Oakland Athletics' measly 
$39 million salary budget, crunched 
the numbers, and turned overlooked, 
undervalued statistics into over¬ 
achieving, undervalued ballplayers. 
The book would serve as a Bible for 
every baseball executive and stats- 
obsessed fan, and it turns out that 
adapting it for the cineplex was fairly 
straightforward after all: Like every 
other sports movie ever, it's the story 
of The Little Team That Could. Lewis' 
account is simply inspiration; director 
Bennett Miller ( Capote ) and writ¬ 
ers Aaron Sorkin and Steve Zaillian 
barely touch upon sabermetrics and 
the influential work of statistician 
Bill James. The filmmakers wisely 
boil down Beane and DePodesta's 
complex formulas to a single, simple 
thesis: Sign ballplayers who get on 
base more than anyone else. Then 
they hand over the movie to Brad Pitt 
as Beane, a former first-round draft 
pick by the New York Mets exorcising 
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his dashed-dream demons one trade, 
thrown chair, and turned-over water- 
cooler at a time. Play ball. (PG-13) 
Robert Wilonsky. Countywide. 

SARAH'S KEY Exposing a little-known 
piece of Holocaust history—the Vel' 
d'Hiv roundup, in which French police 
arrested thousands of Jews in Paris 
in July 1942— Sarah's Key dutifully 
follows the template of scores of 
movies about the Shoah: wringing 
from atrocity the most unseemly 
sentimentality. The film toggles 
between the past—as 10-year-old 
Sarah Starzynski (Melusine Mayance) 
and her parents are taken from their 
Marais home and penned up in the 
Velodrome d'Hiver, a cycling arena in 
the 15th Arrondissement, before being 
sent to a nearby internment camp— 
and the present, focusing on Julia 
(Kristin Scott Thomas), an American 
journalist in Paris who's writing an 
article about the all-but-buried epi¬ 
sode. In the course of her research, 
Julia discovers some uncomfortable 
truths about her French in-laws' con¬ 
nection with the Starzynski family; 
wading through the mawkish muck, 
particularly during plot threads involv¬ 
ing her "miraculous" middle-age 
pregnancy and tracking down Sarah's 
adult son, the bilingual and normally 
unimpeachable Scott Thomas sounds 
as if she has learned a Yank accent 
via Rosetta Stone. Based on Tatiana 
de Rosnay's novel and co-written by 
director Gilles Paquet-Brenner and 
Serge Joncour, Sarah's Key is filled 
with the usual meaningless bromides, 
concluding with Scott Thomas' 
voiceover declaration: "When a story 
is told, it is not forgotten." This film 
vanishes from memory immediately. 
(PG-13) Melissa Anderson. Edwards 
University Town Center 6, Irvine. 

WHAT'S YOUR NUMBER? Freaked 
by a faux-scientific scare article in 
Marie Claire (how's that for product 
placement?) claiming that women 
who burn through "too many" sexual 
partners never get married, goofball 
singleton Ally (Anna Faris) concludes 
that, rather than add to her "number" 
looking for Mr. Right, she's better off 
tracking down the 20 dudes she's 
already slept with to try to finagle a 
happily-ever-after with whichever 
one'll have her. Colin (Chris Evans), 
the fuck-machine bachelor who lives 
across the hall, knows how to use 
Facebook, so he aids Ally's chase. 

Cue bicker-flirting over beer and 
pizza, strip basketball and a perfectly 
chaste sleepover—a utopia wrecked 
when Ally attempts to appease her 
judgey mom and soon-to-be-married 
sis by reuniting with her moneybags 
high school sweetheart. Pushed back 
from an April release date, What's 
Your Number unavoidably plays like a 
mash-up of the recent romantic com¬ 
edies that it should have beat to mar¬ 
ket. Like Bridesmaids, it's a raunchy 
romp about a smart, pretty girl with a 
secret creative talent playing second 
banana in the lead up to a loved one's 
wedding; like Friends With Benefits, 
it's a self-congratulatory self-aware 
riff on best friends making the best 
mates. Unfortunate coincidences of 
timing, maybe, but what about the 
shameless retreading of late-20th- 
century cool-kids rom-coms ( High 
Fidelity, Fleality Bites)? Still, even if 
the speechifying is cringingly trite, 
and even though it's evident from 
Colin's first frame onscreen that 21 
will be Ally's lucky number, at least 
her roundelay through exes allows 
for a few scant moments of inspired 
lunacy, led by Faris' cartoon-perfect 
vocal talents. (R) Karina Longworth. 
Countywide.

Irvine Fine Arts Center shows the world and America in perpetual Occupy mode

C urators Dorian Rooney and Carl 
Berg’s “Eyes of the World: Exhi¬ 
bition of Visual Journalism” at 
Irvine Fine Arts Center begins with what 
you would expect from an exhibition with 
that title: images of impoverished people 
in Africa, environmental disaster and the 
overpopulated thoroughfares of grungy 
New Delhi streets. 

We’ve all seen pictures similar to Bar¬ 
bara Glover’s giclee Community, with 
hands scrambling about a silver pan for 
morsels of rice and macaroni. It’s the 
washed-out ivory of the sand below, the 
stark turquoise of a bracelet wrapped 
around a thin black wrist, its fingers slick 
with oil and water—all of those precious 
details—that elevate the picture to art. 
Hungry children are also de rigeur for this 
kind of subject matter, but the image of a 
Muslim woman holding her small daughter 
to face the camera in My Destiny is decid¬ 
edly different. Here, the child stares down 
the photographer, without a hint of senti¬ 
mentality, and because Glover has allowed 
her subjects their dignity instead of captur¬ 
ing them in a pitiful pose, the viewer has 
hope that destiny may be a brighter one. 

Robert Radin’s rich portraits of small 
businesses are awash in brilliant details: a 
boy laughs and sells lush red watermelon 
slices covered with flies (Sweet Deal); a 
butcher lays out goats’ heads and hooves 
in a lean-to (the fascinating Blind Horror); 
a dark and otherwise empty store has a 
few small piles of various sundries such 
as crackers and candy (Entrepreneur); a 
rope salesman is surrounded by every size 
of twine you could imagine (Every Rope), 
his yellow turban looking as though it’s 
beginning to unravel. Brimming with 
humanity, one could easily write a life 
story for each of these people at just a 
glance, but take your time with them ... 
there’s a lot going on here. 


A couple of the images in Los Angeles 
Times photographer Carolyn Cole’s gut- 
wrenchingBP Oil Spill were featured 
earlier this year in Gina Genis’ “Wide 
Angle View” show at the Orange County 
Center for Contemporary Art, but every 
shot the Pulitzer Prize winner offers is 
remarkable: A turtle is either floating 
dead underneath the surface of the oil or 
gamely trying to escape it. Fires burn off 
oil blanketing the water, black smoke cur¬ 
dling the sky. Five workers rake up oil and 
tar sludge at a beach as menacing clouds 
hover over them. Full of shadows, the 
otherwise-innocuous image feels grave 
and threatening, as if the men themselves 
are covered with the slime. 

Less interesting is Janos K. Lanyi’s 
snapshots of India’s crumbling infrastruc¬ 
ture. Well-framed though they may be, 
there’s little story being told, the images 
little more than a series of Slumdog 


Millionaire-style vacation photos. It’s a 
shame, too, because a glance at his web¬ 
site reveals Lanyi has plenty of arresting 
images available, so one wonders why 
Rooney and Berg chose these shots. 

Hal Robert Myers’ 2010 series Carnaval 
De Ponce, Puerto Rico has a similar set-up- 
the-camera-and-click-the-button feel, but 
the fascinating image— used by the center 
to promote the show—of a young reveler 
removing his mask to look at the camera 
redeems the others. I found no artistry or 
insight at all in Paul Silkowski’s shots of 
other people’s artwork—billboards, Banksy 
street art or LA’s Museum of Contempo¬ 
rary Art’s “Art In the Streets” exhibition. 
He just stands on the shoulders of giants. 

The real discovery is Lara Jo Regan’s 
brilliant and sympathetic Drive Thru 
installation in a side room of the gallery. 
Seven noirish photographs of Me Job 
workers behind darkened fast-food 


windows, often with some sort of junk 
food in an extended hand, are incredibly 
haunting. Connected to one another by 
the darkness surrounding the frame, the 
installation covers three walls of the gal¬ 
lery and is hung at eye level, so walking 
from one to the other feels like one long 
window. Five of the seven workers are 
framed by the tiny window within the 
frame of the larger picture, with two of 
them bisected at the neck by the window 
frame, separating their heads from their 
bodies better than any guillotine could. 
Welcome to the 99 percent.

Versace at H&M! 

A nother month, another high-street/high-end 
collaboration. This time? Versace meets 
H&M in a seriously flamboyant, seriously Italian, 
seriously Versace collection filled with bright 
colors, leather bustier dresses, cut-outs, short 
skirts and loud prints.

As with many of the previous designer capsule 
collections for H&M (and other fast-fashion store¬ 
fronts), the Versace for H&M pieces draw from 
the fashion house's illustrious, glittery past. You'll 
find everything it has come to be known for, and 
pretty much none of it is for the weak of heart. 


A classic black silk crepe dress features gold 
Grecian buttons on patent straps ($149) that's 
so body-consciously conforming that Jennifer 
Lopez might have worn it in a music video in 
the '90s. It's slightly reminiscent of Versace's 
"safety-pin dress"—you know, that revealing (at 
least, for '90s standards) black number Elizabeth 
Hurley wore to the premiere of Four Weddings 
and a Funeral. Actually, the entire Versace for 
H&M line is really, really, really '90s. 

The real standouts of the line are the leather 
items such as the fitted, leather biker jacket with 
the studded border of the Very Versace Gre¬ 
cian print ($299) and the studded leather dress 
($299) that Donatella herself stepped out in just 
earlier this year on a Milan runway. Sure, the 
bright prints scattered throughout the collec¬ 
tion are a bit odd for a fall/winter release—but 
in Southern California, you can get away with 


wearing bright-green-and-turquoise palm-tree- 
print leggings ($29.95) and a yellow-and-orange 
leopard silk miniskirt... with a hot-pink sunset 
surrounded by a baroque frame printed on the 
front ($69.96). 

The Versace X H&M release also includes 
some men's items—which is great news for your 
boyfriend who's been looking for the perfect 
pair of multicolored leopard-print boxer briefs 
($17.95). The buckled leather high-tops are pretty 
neat and remind me a bit of the also-iconic (and 
ripped off tons last winter) vintage Gianni Ver¬ 
sace low-heeled, couture boots.

Goth originators talk about their punk origins 
and being a Disneyland Halloween staple

E ven via email, Captain Sensible, origi¬ 
nal member and longtime guitarist 
for U.K. legends the Damned, exudes 
a sharply observed humor—less punk rock 
and more classically English. Reminded of 
his band’s appearance on the cult TV series 
The Young Ones in 1984, he refers to the dis¬ 
tinctly un-punk, hippie character the show 
featured, saying, “I think I am actually turn¬ 
ing into Neil anyway I do eat a lot of lentils, 
it has to be said.” 

The Captain, along with the entertain¬ 
ingly melodramatic singer Dave Vanian, 
is playing a couldn’t-be-more-perfectly 
timed Halloween show at the House of 
Blues. As the only two current performers 
from the lineup that first made a splash 
with “New Rose” in 1976 (just beating the 
Sex Pistols to the punch when it came to 
U.K. punk rock on vinyl), their partnership 
has come to define the band from the mid- 
’90s onward. They’re working at a slower, 
more comfortable pace when it comes to 
new music, a result the Captain says might 
not have seemed likely at the start. 

“To look at the pair of us, you’d think 
there wasn’t a lot we had in common. But 
we both dig ’60s garage, Sky Saxon, the 
Prunes, John Barry soundtracks, Olivier 
Messiaen and classic British films—espe¬ 
cially if Terry-Thomas is involved,” he says. 

It’s also how the duo have survived the 
years together: “The great thing about 
leaving it a few years between albums 
is that it feels like you’re making your 
first one again. Everything is fresh and 
the possibilities are limitless. We were 
never keen on repeating ourselves that 
much anyway,” he says. Moving past the 
debauched lifestyle (“with some of our 
marbles still intact”), Captain Sensible 
says he now wonders how the records 
sound so good, “considering the 24-hour 
party lifestyle and all that.” 


One of those early landmarks is the 
focus of the Halloween show, as well as 
the overall tour; 1980’s The Black Album 
will be given the now familiar “play- 
every-track-straight-through” treatment. 
The snarky title references a certain Bea¬ 
tles album, but as the band’s fourth full- 
length, it’s one of the Damned’s best. It 
was a varied collection that may have had 
punk roots but ended up being a kaleido¬ 
scopic mix of everything from psych-pop 
whimsy to keyboard-heavy moodiness

and everything in between. As Sensible 
sees it, the timing and experience were 
just right. 

“By The Black Album we had four keen 
writers [also referring to original drum¬ 
mer Rat Scabies and then-new bassist Paul 
Grey] and material was abundant. In fact, 
the problem was choosing what mate¬ 
rial to bin. So we left that decision to the 
record label and just kept churning out 
demo after demo in this rough little studio 
next to Crystal Palace Football Club.” 

As the band started experimenting and 
branching out musically, Captain Sensible 
says Vanian really went “off on a tangent.” 
“[His] songs were increasingly dark with 
some strange lyrical twists. It’s pretty much 
his songs that make this record so great, 
and also helped kick-start the Goth scene.” 

That latter may seem like a bold claim. 
But there’s little question that Vanian’s lyr¬ 
ical obsessions, smoothly passionate croon 


and striking appearance not only helped 
the band stand out, but also brought in 
a love of everything from classic horror 
literature (see the song “Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde”) to trash culture movies, manic 
scenarios and more (“Twisted Nerve” is 
a standout here, while the Captain’s own 
favorite is the Dr. P/izfres-inspired sonic 
freakery of “13th Floor Vendetta”). That 
monster mash-up helps define just why 
the Damned remain as loved by the fish¬ 
net-and-teased-hair crowd as by the punk 
crew that spawned them. 

The Captain’s thoughts cover a wide 
swath of ground, touching on everything 
from his longtime vegetarianism and 
interest in alternative energy to his appre¬ 
ciation of where younger fans might be 
coming from. “They might wonder what 
the melancholy Hammond organ seg¬ 
ments are all about at first, but hopefully 
understand why we refuse to limit our 
sonic palette just [because] the punk fash¬ 
ion police don’t like it.” Then there’s the 
fact that, after all, they’re essentially play¬ 
ing a Halloween show at Disneyland—two 
things among the many that amuse the 
good-spirited Sensible. 

“They take Halloween very seriously 
in the U.S., so it’s kinda nice looking out 
at an audience who have really made an 
effort. Fake blood, severed limbs, gouged 
eyeballs, it’s all good clean fun. As for the 
Disney thing, they have a fairly rigorous 
security setup there so it’s advisable not 
to get caught drinking booze outside the 
bar areas. Some Damned fans learned that 
one the hard way last time.”

Oh, Say, Can You? 

Thee Oh Sees have nothing to do with Orange County, 
but flaunt the name proudly anyway

A fter ending a nine-year relation¬ 
ship in the U.K., Brigid Dawson 
wound up working in a cafe in San 
Francisco, where she met John Dwyer. 

The mastermind of the psychedelic-tinged 
garage-rock band Thee Oh Sees lived 
across the street. “We made friends, ’cause 
he’s a real funny guy, and there aren’t that 
many funny people here in California,” 
she says. “He’s from the East Coast.” 

Since she was a kid, Dawson knew she 
wanted to sing. But growing up, she was 
quite shy. “I didn’t know if I ever wanted to 
sing in front of people back then,” she says. 

“I knew I wanted to sing when my 
stepdad, a piano player, was working 
with this singer, and she was a really 
glamorous lady with long red finger¬ 
nails—she totally impressed me,” she 
recalls. “She brought over a bunch of 
Billie Holiday records for me to listen to, 
and I totally fell in love.” 

Dawson overcame her shyness out of 
sheer determination to be in a band: “You 
don’t really change as a person, but if you 
want to play music badly enough, you just 
have to get over that hump, you just do it.” 

And she did. Dwyer told her to come 
see one of his gigs, and then, after check¬ 
ing out her band one night, asked her 
to sing with him at his next show. She’d 
never recorded or toured very much 
before—Thee Oh Sees have an incredibly 
prolific output, and tour constantly—but 
she agreed, and she’s been a staple in the 
band ever since. 

Thee Oh Sees—once known as the 
Ohsees, OCS, Orange County Sound, 
Orinoka Crash Suite or whatever else he 
came up with that day—started out almost 
a decade ago as an outlet for Dwyer’s 
somewhat-subdued home recording. 

Since the late ’90s, Dwyer had specialized 
in writing the kind of fried-out psyche¬ 
delic garage rock that would make Roky 
Erickson proud. 

With Thee Oh Sees, he’s done every¬ 
thing from gentler, often creepy folk 
(Sucks Blood, Dog Poison and Cool Death of 


the Island Raiders) to psychedelic-garage 
freak shows ( Warm Slime, Help and The 
Master’s Bedroom Is Worth Spending a 
Night In). On Thee Oh Sees’ latest, Castle- 
mania, Dwyer resuscitates his earlier 
work, fusing it with the frenetic sounds 
cultivated over the last three or four years 
with the band. Castlemania is a return 
to quieter, weirder times, a collection of 
songs Dwyer wrote at his flat on Haight 
Street, more suited for reading a book at 
home than dancing in a sweaty dive bar. 
His vocals are twisted, the lyrics dark. 

These days, Thee Oh Sees exist 
full-time as a mighty five-piece featur¬ 
ing guitarist Petey Dammit, drummer

Mike Shoun, multi-instrumentalist Lars 
Finberg and singer/keyboardist Daw¬ 
son. Next month, they release Carrion 
Crawler/The Dream, a return to the band’s 
bludgeoning garage rock. Cut live to tape 
in less than a week at Chris Woodhouse’s 
Sacramento studio in June, Carrion 
Crawler/The Dream is like a studio ses¬ 
sion warming up for a good solid pum- 
meling, a more accurate reflection of the 
band’s raucous live show. 

From the deck of her house in San 
Francisco, wine glass in hand, Dawson 
says she’s pretty happy to be in San Fran¬ 
cisco with her current lot. 

“There are so many things I miss about 
England, but I love it here right now.”

Rules about patient confidentiality apply even 
to college students, so your student health cen¬ 
ter is not going to rat you out to mom and dad. 
But you don’t have to take my word for it. 
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“I want your reader to know that care pro¬ 
vided at UCSD Student Health Services and the 
Counseling and Psychological Services is confi¬ 
dential,” writes Regina Fleming, director of Stu¬ 
dent Health Services at UC San Diego. “We don’t 
bill insurance for visits to Student Health, though 
sometimes the cost of lab tests is put on the stu¬ 
dent’s account; these charges do not specify what 
type of tests were done. [And] all services at our 
Counseling and Psychological Services are free.” 

My girlfriend of four years cheated on me. I'm 
in college now; we've been dating since high 
school.

While the government refused 
to register the marriages as valid, on June 10, 
2003, the Ontario Court of Appeal declared 
the marriages had been legally performed and 
ordered the Province of Ontario to register them 
immediately.The court also ruled that a ban on 
same-sex marriage was unconstitutional and 
ordered the province to begin issuing marriage 
licenses for same-sex couples that same day. 

Both couples remain happily married, hav¬ 
ing renewed their vows in a public ceremony at 
MCCT on the occasion of their joint 10-year anni¬ 
versaries earlier this year.
